Wasurncton, August 3.--[Special,]~Major 
Barnes, accompanied by Senators Brown, Col- 
nitt, Hampton and Butler, called upon the 
president thig morning and extended to him, 
Mrs. Cleveland and his cabinet, an invitatton 
to visit the Augusta exposition atany time 
juring its continuation between October 10th 
snd November 17th. 

Mr. Cleveland said he was confident he would 
enjoy the visit, and that he would consider 
the invitation and give an answer later. He, 
however, feared that congress would be in ses- 
gion until very late and his duties would pre- 
yent his acceptance. He also said he had visl- 
ted Georgia on one oeegtsion and that there 
were other states he shottd visit before again 
accepting an invitation to Gr@eargia. 

Major Barnes thinks if congress should ad- 
jour during the early portion of September, 
the president could be-persuaded to go.

The French Spoliation Claims Occupying 
Considerable Attention. 

Wasuinatron, August 3.—The speaker laid 
before the house a letter from Governor Green, 
of New Jersey. presenting to congress in the 
name of New Jersey, the statues of Richard 
Stockton and Philip Kearney, to be placed in 
the statuary hall in the capitol. 

On motion of Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey, a 
resolution was adopted assigning Tuesday, 
August 21, for the consideration of the concur- 
rent resolution accepting statues and returning 
thanks to the state of New Jersey therefor. 

THE DEFICIENCY BILL.

A dispute arore as to 
the procedure of the discussion, Mr. Long, of 
Massachusetts, and Mr. Dibble, of South Car- 
Olina, claiming for the friends of the section 
the right toopen and close the debate, while 
Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, who reported and has 
the management of the bill, contended that, 
although he was opposed to the section, he had 
a right to control the metliod of debate. 

The chair finally decided that the 
right to open and close rested with 
the advocates of the section and 
recognized Mr. Long, of Massachusetts, who 
declared the question presented was neither 
politieal nor sectional in its character. It was 
not political because it was founded on a just 
claim which was older than either of the ex- 
isting political parties; it was not sectional, 
because the money inyolved was due to men 
who lived all aiong the original coast of the 
thirteen colonies. Passing over in a brief re- 
view the former legislation in regard to these 
claims, he contended that whatever excuse 
had hitherto existed for delaying their pay- 
ment, existed no longer in view of the fact 
that the judicial tribunal of the government’s 
own selectian had, as a conclusion alike of fact 
and of law, declared their validity and the 
govyerninent’s indebtedness. Not to pay them 
would be a simple repudiation—outrageous and 
scandalous repudiation. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, argued that in the 
eases of French spoliation claims, decided by 
court of claims, there should be a 
right of appeal to the United 
States supreme court. Before he was 
called upon to cast his vote for $30,000,000 or 
$7,000,000 of the public nroney, he wanted final 
jadgment of the court of last resort. 

Mr. Rayner, of Maryland, said that i* would 
be shame and an outrage to reopen these cases 
and send them to the sapreme court. It would 
be fifty years in the usual course of judicial 
procedure, before the claims would be deter- 
mined and another generation would pass 
away before its rights were adjudicated. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, was surprised that 
an effort should be made to defeat the measure 
providing for the payment of claims which the 
court of claims had adjudged to be just and 
proper. 

Pending further discussion, the committee 
rose. At the evening session the house passed 
a number of private pension bills.

A BOWERY TENEMENT DESTROYED.

The Frightfai Loss of Life—-The Means of 
Exit all Shat Off—Touching 
neidents. 

New York, Averst 3.--Thirteen people 
were burned to death in a six-story brick 
building in the rearof No. 197 Bowery, this 
afternoon, and two others were killed by leap- 
ing fromthe windows of the upper stories of 
the building. Six more, burned so badly that 
they will probably dic, were removed to vari- 
ous hospitals. 

The house was a ramshackle, hidden inthe 
middle of a bleck, the only entrance toit be- 
ing by amarrow alleyway fromthe Bowery. 
In front of it was a four-story buiiding, on the 
first floor of which was the saloon called “The 
White Elephant.’’ Adjoining thisis Harry 
Miner’s People’s theater. Inthe rearof the 
burned building were two houses hemuming it 
in on the Chrystie street side. 

In this caged-in building there lived about 
one hundred and fifty people. Each of sthe 
six floors was occupied by a single family, the 
head of which was a tajlor, who made clothing 
for the cheap wholesale clothing houses, and 
employed from fifteen to twenty men, women 
and children, in addition to his own family, in 
naking up the clothing. They were all Polish 
Jews and employers and employed worked, 
ate and slept in the crowded rooms of the 
dingy tenement. 

Apout 4:15 o'clock this afternoon, while all 
the occupants of the building were busily at 
work inthe closing hours preceding their 
Sabbath evening, flames broke out on the 
lower floor, It had #lready gained such head- 
way that it was in full possession of the stair- 
vay, and escfpe by it. was impossible. Most 
of the frightened inmates, however, rushed 
down through the flames and escaped to a nar- 
row courtyard with clothes ablaze and hands, 
faces and bodies burned. Six of them were so 
severely burned that they were taken to the 
hospital and may die. 

There were fire escapes on the house, per- 
pendic#tar iron ladders jrunning down the 
front and rear of the building, buat 
before any of the inmates had tried to 
escape by them, the flames had ascended 
through the house and were rushing from the 
windows so that descent by fire escapes was 
impossible. 

Several of the bodies were burned so badly 
that they feil apart when moved, and.were 
unrecognizable. ‘The firemen were obliged to 
lower them from the windows in nets. The 
fire started on the first floor in the apartments 
of the janitress of tlle building and was caused 
by the explosion of a Kerosene oii stove. The 
financial damage is about $25,000; well in- 
sured, 

Lieaths in the hospital have increased the 
number of fatalities seventeen, and several 
persons are inissing, Oneofthe most pitiful 
incidents of the terrible calamity was the 
death of Mrs. Gruft. In the awful panic she 
gave birth to a child, and the mother and babe 
were burned toa crisp. Hertwo small child- 
ren, aged seven and four, were victims by her 
side, wWhild the father and one child escaped.

Sr. Lovurs, August 3.—Maxwell, the mur- 
derer of Preller, objects to Mr. Bishop’s com- 
parison of his case with that of Cluverius, and 
says the only point of similarity between the 
two cases are that the evidence was circum.

He continues: ‘‘I do 
1ot remember reading in any paper that the 
Virginia officials resorted to any ‘Dingfelder 
plot’ upon the ground that without it the evi- 
dence was not sufiicient to convict the defend- 
ant, as the assistant circuit attorney did in my 
case; that the Virginia officials refused in open 
court to regard any and all rights the defend- 
ant had; that they held in their possession 
evidence that would or might have benfitted 
the defendant, but which they refused to allow 
the defendant to place before the jury upon 
the ground that it was in their possession; or, 
in fact, resorted to any of the unfair, nay, un- 
lawful methods, or to crime itself, to convict 
Cluverius.”’ 

‘‘A careful and critical examination shows 
that there is very little similarity, indeed, in 
the two cases, ald in fact, the wrongdoing of 
the circuit attorneys, of which Icomplain and 
for which L ask relief, did not exist in the case 
of Cluverius atall. I do not object to Mr. 
Bishop or any one else fairly discussing my 
case, but I do object to Mr. Bishop, or, in fact 
any one, stating that my case is similar to 
others, when the facts and grounds upon 
which I-asked relief do not exist in the other 
case. When Mr. Bishop states that 1 have 
been using Judge Sherwood’s dissenting opin- 
ion aS my Main weapon, he misrepresents facts 
with which he is or ought to be better acquaiut- 
ed. Themain weapon I used wasthe unfair- 
ness and wrongdoing—nay, crimes—of his of- 
fice, which were so clearly and boldly set 
forth in Judge Sherwood’s dissenting opinion.

The State of Affairs inthe Politics of South 
Carolina—The Effect of Till- 
man’s Twaddle. 


CHARLEsToN, 8. C., August 3.—[Special. }— 
The democratic campaign is becoming warm 
in this state. ‘*Moses’’ Tillman, the leader of 
the farmers’ movement, and a man named L. 
S. Bigham, of Marion, are leading the opposi- 
tion, and the regular campaign meetings have 
degenerated into regular republican rallies of 
the reconstruction era stripe. 

The negroes are quick to see the symptoms 
of asplitin the ranks of the democrats, and 
attend these meeting in a body, and whoop it 
up for these two reformers. 

The readers of Tue Constitution have 
probabably heard of Tillman, Bigham, how- 
ever, is a new factor inthe campaign. Heisa 
Scotchman by birth, and an arrant demagogue, 
an illiterate plowboy and aknave. He acquired 
prominence by accusing ex-Governor Thompson 
of stealing $50 worth of furniture from the 
executive mansion at Columbia,a rather serious 
charge, considering that Governor ‘Thompson 
isnow practically the custodian of all the 
money in the United States treasury. Bigham 
is a caitdidate for the state senate from Ma- 
rion county, and asstrange asit may appear, 
he hasa large following.

Big- 
ham is a nonentity by himself, but sustained by 
Tillman, who has the ignorant class of farm- 
ers by the ears, he becomes dangerous. Unless 
the democrats of the state sit down upon these 
tavo in the approaching election, the return of 
negro supremacy in South Carolina is a ques- 
tion of only a few years 

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 

The democratic rally here tonight bade fair 
to be a fizzle, when a strange incident cccurred 
which livened up the proceedings.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 3.—[Special. j 
It was 12 o'clock today before full returns from 
the election in this county were all received. 
The republicans elected A. Shelton sheriff by 
a majority of 517, and the democrats elected 
W. R. Hall tax assessor over Erwin, republi- 
can, by a majority of 976. The defeat of Er- 
win, who was aleading colored man, has 
caused hot blood among the republicans, and 
it is conceded by many republicans that it will 
result in the defeat of H. Clay Evans for con- 
gress in this district. The republicans of 
Hamilton county are hopelessly divided, and 
it holds the key to the situation in the con- 
gressional race, 

DEMOCHATIC VICTORY AT NASHVILLE. 

NASHViLLay, Tenn., August 3.—[Special.]-— 
Returns are coming in slowly. The indications 
are that East Tennessee has gone republican 
by the usual majority. Democratic gains are 
reported in middle and west Tennessee. A 
rather Jight vote was cast in this, Davidson, 
county. The democrats certainly elect the 
trustee and sheriff. The race between Hud- 
son, democrat, and Welsh, republican, for 
trustee, is very close. All magisterial tickets 
badly scratched. 

Enough is now known to show that every 
democratic nominee on the county ticket is 
elected, Hudson, for tax assessor, ran a thou- 
sand votes behind the ticket, but is elected by 
five or six hundred majority. All the twenty- 
eight democratic nominees from the city dis- 
trict were elected.

In Getting the Indians to Signthe Treaty— 
The Position of the Chiefs. 


Stanpine Rock acency, Dak., August 3.~ 
The commissioners, in this morning’s council 
with the Indians, succeeded in drawing out 
the fact that the four chiefs, John Gross, (all, 
Mad Bear and Big Head, backed by Sitting 
Bull, are holding the Indians back from assent- 
ing to the act of congress, by intimidation. 

The chiefs were asked in open council in the 
presence of all the Indians to getup and say 
that every Indian might act as he pleased and 
accept or reject the offer of the government, 
and thatin thus expressing his mind, would 
give no offense to the chiefs and would not be 
hurt or interfered withon account of his action, 
The request was made and repeated twice and 
the chiefs sat sullenly in their places and said 
nothing. The Indians looked at the chiefsand 
waited tojhear their reply 

The commissioners then stated that they re- 
garded the silence of chiefs as an admission 
that they were keeping the people back under 
intimidation, and that the saoele were not al- 
lowed to speak their true sentiments. This 
caused a considerable sensation, and the com- 
missioners adjourned the council until Mon- 
day. LEvory provision of the treaty has been 
fully explained and all objections answered 
over and again. The commissioners stil] be- 
lieve that a favorable result may be obtained 
by taking time. The Indians have been 
assured and reassured that each In- 
dian shall have a right to give his 
assent or.dissent according to his wish and de- 
sire. The commissioners are informed through 
reliable sources that there are a number whe 

vould sign but for the intimidation which is 
increasing. Jolin Gross spoke today, and he 
showed a more compreheisive knowledge of 
the details of the act than any speech yet 
made by any Indian. This encouraged the 
commissioners to persevere and take more 
time and care in their efforts to have the act 
fully and clearly placéd before all.

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A FLOUR TRUST. 


The Plan Upon Which the Central Millers’ 
Association is to be Formed, 

St. Louis, Mo., Augu:t 3.—Cireulars have 
been issued by Alex H. Smith, secretary of 
the St. Louis Millers’ association, calling a 
meeting of the millers of Missouri, Lilinois, 
Kansas, Indiana, Tennessee, and of all winter 
wheat states, for the purpose of framing @ 
flour trust. The meeting is to be held in St, 
Louis on August 3Ist. 

Au agreement has already been signed by 
all prominent wills of St. Louis. The St. 
Louis association bas a capacity of 17,000 bar- 
rels perday. The agreementis very rigid in 
its stipulations. 

It is proposed tocall trust “Central Millers 
association.’”’ The object being t> secure 
members legitimate profit on products. The 
following stipulation is in the agreement: 
‘Absolute submission to the authority of 
which the individual member is only an inte- 
gral part. The power of directors is made 
absolute. They are to fix prices, may order 
reduction in the output or closing down of the 
mill, contract with brokers to act for mem- 
bers of the association. Credits are 
not to exceed thirty days. Mills 
at points tributary to St. Louis, 
Detroit or Toledo shail not pay over current 
prices for the same grades of wheat or flour in 
those markets less two-thirds of freight rate 
thereto. Ail sales of less than car lots must 
be ten (10) cents higher than current mini- 
mum prices.” 

The trust proposes to control absolutely the 
output, price ayd sale of four in the territory 
it will govern. The circular has been kept 
profound secret until today, and promoiers of 
the project are very angry over its gaining 
publicity. ?

He 
also says that corn cannot ripen; that potatoes 
are rotting, and that the vintage this year will 
be inferior.

POLK COUNTY’S TREASURES. 


a 


Erown Hematite in Abundeance—The Rich 
Red Lands. 

CrparTown, Ga., August 3.—[Special.}—Is 
brown hematite iron ore always an indication 
of rich land? This question was sprung here 
ina group of iron men and farmers. The 
opinion was decidedly afiirmative, and cer- 
tainly it is, if one is to be governed by observa- 
tion @this valley and Polk county. What is 
known as the Keid iron hill, three miles from 
town, the mineral interest of which sold for 
£17,000, is the crown of arich red iand farm 
mixed with dark mulattosoil, as it spreads 
out from the hill’s base toward Cedar creek and 
into the valley. The Ledbetter and Leak 
mountains iron ridge, one mile from town, 1s 
the backbone, as it were, of one of the very 
best red soil farms, highly productive of all our 
crops, and especially grain, grasses and clover. 
While Annisten, Ala., through Bigelow & 
Barton and the Polk County Mining company, 
with washers and miners and railroad, is daily 
procuring food for their furnaces from the ore 
of these hills, the farms are in a good state of 
cultivation and yieiding fine crops to the 
owners. 

The same may be said of the Wood ore banks 
and Peck’s iren hills, still mear town. They 
crop up from the basin of fine red and mulatto 
soils, and nowhere in our valley can you find 
stronger, richer red Jands than surround and 
cover the tron beds on the Posie & Co. farm, a 
mile south of town. On all these lands the 
miner's pick and the plowman’s aimost clash, 
the one taking out the rich minera!, the other 
finding abundant crops as a reward for his 
labors. If we go out west in Polk to the works 
of Iron Oredcll, other large iron proper- 
ties near /Pryor’s_ station, tis same 
strong red land  ,invariably abounds. 
Ridge valley’s propefty, the Vandevender, 
the Wood-farms, the Siattd Folger iron hills, 
and, in fact, iron lands of Elfa, all in Polk, 
the same observatiog applies. 

In eastern Polk, around Rockmart, where 
you find much iron ore and mining there, also 
rich and strong red lands keep company with 
this iron ore. Hence, it seems a well grounded 
opinion that in Cedar Valley and Polk county, 
at least, brown hemetite iron ore is an ear 
mark of rich, red and dark mulatto lands, on 
which ali grain, grasses and clover fiourish as 
well as in the very best sections of our coun- 
try, and where even the yield per acre in cot- 
ton stands first in the state. [t's a wonderful 
country where such treasures are locked up 
in such soil.

<nwme| COTTON BAGGING. 


The Jute Men Form a Syndi- 
cate 


And the Price of Cotton Bagging Goes Up to 
the Skies—The Profits 
of the Pool. 


There is a corner Jn cotton bagging. 

The jute bag syndicate has succeeded in 
scooping the market, and throughout the coun- 
try factors are at the mercyof the pool, with 
the price steadily going up. 

A leading Georgia factor telegraphed to New 
York for prices, and received the following 
reply: 

We quote today 134 h ngat 10% cents: 2h, 
1114 cents; 244 th, 1246 cents, less 14 cent for car load 
lots and 44 additional for 50,000 yards. This for im- 
mediate reply, Terms cash: draft with bill of lading. 

‘Will you accept this?’’ the factor was 
asked. 

“*T guess we will have to,’”’ was the reply. 
“We cannot help ourselves. We have no 
stock on hand, We could ship 500 half rolls, 
ifwe had them,in orders already in hand. 
Planters are needing the bagging now. Here 
are two gentlemen from southwestern Georgia 
that have come here to see why the bagging is 
not available.’’ The gentlemen nodded af- 
firmatively, and said that southwest Georgia 
has a good crop, and all they are waiting for 
is the bagging. : The factor whom were visit- 
ing said that other factors were resorting to 
ludicrous plans to meet small orders, and some 
of them were trying to borrow from others 
whose stock is even lower than that of the 
would-be borrower. 

The Savannah News says that a leading 
firm of factors in that city had about 2,500 rolls 
of bagging a month ago which has been re- 
duced to about fifty half rolls. This firm has 
been standing ont, and buying from hand to 
mouth, hoping for a decline, but they were 
notified by telegram from Boston of another 
advance, on lots of 1,000 half rolls, as follows, 
free on board at Boston: 

One and three quarter pound bagging from 934 
cents to 94 cents per yard; two pound bagglng, from 
10'4 cents io 10%, cents per yard; twoand one-quar- 
ter —— baggiug, from 11 cents.to 12 cents per 
yard, 

It was also apparent that as the demand in- 
creased prices would be advanced. It is too 
late, the factors say, to get bagging from abroad 
to compete with the pool in time to handle the 
crop now being harvested, and to be harvested 
this month and next. 

‘‘We are all at sea,’’ said the representative 
of another Savannah firm. ‘‘We can’t get the 
bagging without paying the price demanded, 
and just at the time when the stook has been 
exhausted, and the factors find themselves be- 
sieged with orders from the intcricr, we are 
notified by the manufacturers of another ad- 
vance of one-fourth cent.” 

At another house the reporter was told the 
same story. No baggingon hand, no steadi- 
ness in the market, prices advancing and or- 
ders on hand and still coming in. 

Opinions differed as to the effect the advance 
will have on the cotton market. In one place 
it was thought that the planters will not stand 
it, and that the cotton will stay in the gin- 
house. Bagging must go down or cotton will 
goup. After a few first shipments the cotton 
inerchants must help the planters to hold the 
crop until the demand commands a higher 
price for cotton. This view was not shared by 
other factors. 

An advance in so small an item as six yards 
of bagging, they say, will not affect the price 
of a bale cotton. The merchants cannot afford 
to carry the planters for the price ofa few 
yards of bagging, and with the likelihood that 
the same condition of affairs will exist when 
the demand for bagging will be renewed. 

“It was learned,’’ saysthe News, ‘‘that there 
are 1,200 rolls of bagging on the ocean steamship 
wharves consigned to an Atlanta broker, who, 
when he learned the stock was short here, con- 
cluded not to reship and it will change hands 

here no doubt, as there are plenty buyers. 
The advance thus far has been between 4 cents 
and 5 cents per yard, and as there are about 
55,000,000 yards manufactured annually, it 
means that the pool will pocket about $2,500,- 
000 on the basis of an advance of 4} cents per 
yard. The price of sea island bagging has 


been only slightly affected by the rise, say | 


about one-half cent per yard, but the price of 
ties has risen. Last year factors furnished 
planters at the rate of $1 to $1.05 per bundle, 
and this year the pricés range from $1.15 to 
$1.20 per bundle.”

. How England Protects Her Citizens. 

The action of the British government in 
requesting the governorof Missouri to . give 
Brooks, alias Maxwell, the alleged trunk 
murderer, a further respite is just what 
might have been expected, 

Brooks is a poor man, with no friends in 
this country, aud with no influence in his 
own, but he is an Englishman in trouble in 
astrange land. The knowledge of these 
facts is sufficient to cause the British gov- 
ernment to interfere, and ask time for a 
thorough investigation of the case.

The convention of melon and fruit-growers 
of southern and southwestern Georgia, 
which is called to meet in Thomasville on 
the 15th of this month, will be a very im- 
portant assemblage.

Kvery grievance of the growers should be 
deliberately and fully set forth, and every 
possible means taken to provide a remedy.

The body should 
be essentially a deliberative one, and its de- 
liberations should be in the direction. of pure 
business. Resolutions and declarations are 
very fine things in polities, but the melon 
and fruit-grewers of Geergia are compelled 
to face a situation that calls for the exercise 
of that peculiar outcome of tact and judg- 
ment that goes under the name of business. 

It is trne that the railroads have treated 
them with gross injnstice—in many instances 
the result has been downright robbery—and 
it is also true that the roads are greatly in- 
terested in the suecess of melon and truck 
industry; but the growers themselves are 
also vitally interested, and the aim of the 
convention should be to find a remedy not 
ouly for the evils that the growers complain 
of, but for the troubles by which the rail- 
goads claim to be hampered.

The Democracy Should be Careful. 

THE CONSTITUTION of yesterday con- 
tained notice of the Brooks county demo- 
cratic primary, or at least.of the farce which 
was enacted by authority of the democratic 
executive committee of that county. The 
polls were open to both demoerats and re- 
publicans, and the democrats of the county 
were so disgusted at the travesty that they 
refrained from voting, and but twelve votes 
were cast in the county. 

The Richmond county democratic muddle 


.is another instance of a disordered condi- 


tion of county democratic organization. A 


-mnass meeting was called to settle the coun- 


ty’s position on the senatorial question, and 
the result was the meeting broke up in con- 
fusion and the party was divided by the elec- 
tion of two sets of delegates. 

The greatest care should be taken by the 
democratic guardians in every county—the 
executive committee—to prevent the possi- 
bility of anything happening to bring the 
party in disrepute, as such eecurrences as 
above will have a tendency to do. If. the 
Brooks county committee had thrown the 
proper restrictions.around a fairly conducted 
primary, a nomination would have been 
made which would have represented the 
strength of the democratic vote in the 
county. If the Richmond county committee 
had called a primary instead of a mass mect- 
ing, the senatorial question would have 
been settled without any dissention in. the 
party, and without any charge of the indis- 
criminate participation- of republicans as 
well as democrats in the choice. 

The Fulton county executive committee 
mneets today and it should be careful to take 
no action that will tend to bring the party 
organization into disrgpute. It has already 
been rumored that more than one of the 
committee are doubtful in their allegiance 
to the democracy, and that the first purpose 
of some is to. serve other interests before 
that of the party. Weare not disposed to 
credit this, and we believe that the commit- 
tee will recognize, in its proceeding today, 
the important position which it holds asthe 
protector of democratic interests and the 
guardian of party harmony.

; The Law’s Delay. 

A ee oom objects to the delay in 
the Woolfolk case, and asks if there is no 
way of expediting criminal trials. He says 
that if a man is guilty he ought to be dis- 
posed of before his crime is forgotten -by the 
public, while, on the other hand, if he is 
innocent it is unjust to keep him in jail a 
couple of years or so. | 

Under our present constitution and laws it 
would be almost impossible to run our crimi- 
nals through on a rapid schedule. Our rule 
regarding continuances is very liberal, and 
considerable delay is sometimes caused in 
this way. Then, when ‘the defendant is 
convicted, his motion for a new trial may 
come just-as the term of court is drawing to 
a closé¢, and the result is that the judge sets

The motion may be overruled, and in that 
event the writ of error mey not be reached 


in due course in the supremie court for | 


several months, and no matter what its fate 
may be, there is necessarily further delay 
when the case gets back to the lower court. 
And yet under our present laws it is possi- 
ble, when there is nothing in the way, fora 
man to commit a murder Saturday and be 


following Monday, and exhaust his oppor- 
tunities for delay im the course of avery 


tinuances and the amount of business in the 


courts. 

Any very radical changes in our criminal 
law, so far as trials are concerned, would 
make it necessary to amend the constitut- 
tion, and grave doubts exist as to whether 
such changes would secure defendants their 
full rights under our theory of a fair and im- 
partial trial. 

One thing, however, could be done, Our 
judges could, if they felt soinclined, be very 
rigid in the matter of granting continuances 
—that is, they have in their power to stick 
more closely to’ the strict letter of the law 
than some of them have been in the habit 
of doing. This would sometimes greatly 
expedite a case, but it must be admitted that 
this way of rushing a trial would in some 
instances render a.cyiminal less able to make 
a good defense. 

Our best policy is to stand by our present 
system until we are certain that we have a 
better one to ‘substitute forit. Whena 
murderer spends a year or two in jail before 
hegoes.to the gallows he has no easy time; 
he is looking forward to his punishment, 
and he suffers the pangs of remorse. If he 
is innocent he knows that the delay pre- 
pares the public mind for his acquittal, and 
makes it easier for him to obtain.a fair trial 
by a jury.of unprejudiced. men. It also en- 
ables him to:collect evidence and bring eut 
the strong points of his ease. 

Viewed from every standpoint, it will be 
seen that a good deal canbe said in favor of 
the law’s delay in criminal cases. Some- 
times it may be provoking when people are, 
in an indignant mood, but we ought not to 
try-and punish our criminals when we are in 
such a frame of mind. Such business is 
best attended to when we are ready to hear 
both sides and .give the evidence for and 
against'the prisoner a caim and critical con- 
sideration. 


Tue effort of the people of Chatham 
county to induce Captain W. W..

West End Academy. 

The announcement. for 1883-9 of this flour- 
ishing educational institution is just from the 
printer’s hands, and is worthy of attention. 
A short explanation of the organization might 
be interesting. The academy is incorporated. 
Its capital stock is about nine thousand doUars, 
of which West End owns nearly two-thirds 
and private citizens the balance. The prop- 
erty of the academy is well worth eyery dol- 
lar of the capital stock. It is governed bya 
board of nine trustees who hold office for three 
years, three trustees being elected annually on 
first Monday in January by the stockholders. 
Under the by-laws, adopted by the stockhold- 
ers,’ vacancies in the board are filled by the re- 
maining trustees, 

By an act of the legislature, ratified by a 
vote of the people of West End, the mayor 
and council have authority to appropriate an- 
nually seventy-five per cent, if necessary, of 
the real estate tax to the support 
of the academy, which shows the 
interest the peovle take in a first-class home 
schoor for the education of their children. For 
several years the town contributed annually 
from ten to fifteen hundred dollars to the 
academy, tuition being one dollar per month. 
Beginning with the fall term, 1887, tuition was 
increased and the academy has been so nearly 
self-sustaining for a year that the town appro- 
priated this year three hundred dollars enly, 
or about ten per centof the taxes from real 
estate, and it is confidently believed that here- 
after no larger: appropriation. will be needed 
annually, unless the increased patronage of 
the academy should require the enlargement 
of the building and the employment of one or 
more additional teachers. As this would add 
to the efficiency of the school, it is desirable, 
especially in view of the rapidly increasing 
population of West End. 

The academy has done more forthe up- 
building of West End than any other one 
cause. It is not believed that it has an enemy 
in.the community, for such a person would be 
an enemy to the community and to his own 
interests. The attention of every citizen is 
invited to the new eatalogue, and a more cor- 
dial, earnest and united support of the school 
from the people, in the future than in the past, 
if that could be possible, is heartily invoked. 

Professor Bizien is one of the finest educators 
and school managers in the south. He has 
experienced and competent assistants, every 
department of the academy is splendidly 
equipped, its future is brighter than ever and 
itisin very truth, as it should be, the pride 
and glory of West End.

Captain Couch is Served With a Copy of 
Charges~-The History of the Case—What 
the Captain Has to Say About It. 


Captain Couch, the sentor captain and next 
in rank to the chief of police, was served with 
a copy of charges yesterday, and the board of 
police commissionersmect tonight in special 
gession to consider the matter. 

It is a trifle strange that one of the hardest 
workers and most fearless officers that was ever 
on the force—and known to be such, should be 
subjected to this. 

There are a mumber of strange fedtures 


gbout it. 

Thisis a copy of the charges and specifica- 
tions: ; 

“Charges and specifications preferred against E. 
F. Couch, acaptain of the Atlanta police force. 
Charge— Neglect of duty. ESpecifications—In this 
that the said E. F. Couch,a captain of the police 
force, did wet | pott his duty by falmg to prosecute 
-—/(five gentlemen, names given) for violation of 
the state laws as required by the code of the city of 


Atlanta, 
“All this in the city of asa % Ga., on the 27th 


day of June, 1888. . B, CONNOLLY, 
“Chief of Police.” 

The trial will take place at a special meeting 
of the board of police commissioners this 
evening at 8. o’clock, and it promises to be one 
of the most interesting ever before that body. 

THE CASE 
is this way: 

On the night of the 27th of June, a few 
minutes after 12 o’clock, Captain Couch was 
informed that a game of cards was going on in 
a room in the Kempner house. The house 
fronts on Whitehal! and runs through to Broad 
street, and it wasin one of these rooms over- 
looking Broad street that the game was being 
played. 

Captain Couch took with him Patrolmen J. 
E. Hudson, W. J. Moncrief, H; L. Abbott, R. 
S. Ozburn and J. M. Lackey, and went to the 
Kempner house. 

Stealing up quietly, the party of officers 
were surprised to find the card players playing 
about four feet from an open window, and in 
plain view from the sidewalk. The curtains 
were up, and the sash was up. There was no 
effurt whatever to conceal the game, and the 
gentlemen playing were laughing and talking 
unuceeacernedly. The room ison the first floor 
of the hotel, and not.more than twelve or fif- 
teen feet from the sidewalk. 

The officers listened, but conld hear no talk 
of money, and to every appearance it was a 
sociable game of cards. 

To be certain about ‘it, however, the captain 
went with one man into the hall, and looked 
over the transom into the room. 

They had taken their shoes off, and the 
layers inside knew nothing of their presence. 
They had a plain view of the whole room. 
There wasno money on the table, nor was 
money mentioned. 

Putting on his shoes, the patrolmen knocked 
at the door. 

It was opened immediately, and the party 
were found just as they had been piaying, and 
with the cards in their hands. 

‘“You’re making too much noise, gentle 
men,’’ remarked the captain. 

‘‘Well, I expect that’s so,’’ said one of the 
party. ' 

“T’}l have to make a case against you,’’ con- 
tinued the captain. 

The gentlemen, all of whom are well known 
in Atlanta, all well kaown in business circles, 
and not one of whom is known or thought to 
be a sporting man, were anxious that no case 
be made in police court as their names might 
be published. One of the party was a young 
man engaged to be married and since married. 
He was particularly anxious. 

The captain was obstinate, and wentso far 
as tosearch the room. 

When the case was called several davs later, 
the gentlemen all plead guilty toa charge of 
disorderly conduct, and paid their fines 
promptly. 

In the meantime, Captain Couch had gone 
before Judgo Tanner and sworn out warrants 
for gaming against each of the party. He 
watched the house for several days, worked all 
the while to get up evidence against the party, 
but was forced to the conclusion that the case 
was hopeless and the warrants were dismissed. 

BAILIFF CRIM APPEARS. 

A day or two after this Bailiff Crim, of the 
city court, took hold of the matterand an- 
pounced his intention of pushing it. 

Captain Couch refused to swear out the accu- 
gation, remarking that the case wasa hopeless 
one, and that the party had already been made 
tosuffer more than he thought just. Oilicer 


Moncrief was induced to swear out the accusa- 


tion. 

As soon as the gentlemen weré informed of 
this, they at onee began casting about to keep 
the matter out of court. 

“Why, I would give #500‘rather than have 
my name mentioned in that connection,”’ said 
one of them. 

This was the general feeling. 

Two of them went to an official of the 
court and laid the matter before him. 
report him as saying: 

“Oh, all yon have todo is to plead guilty 
and pay the fine and costs of the court. That 
just ends the matter.” 

In the absence of their attorney, Mr. Walter 
Brown, the two gentlemen followed this ad- 
vice ond the case was settled that way. 

There are only two more cases, as the fifth 
member of the party was shown to have taken 
Ho part whatever in the game. 

These two are still in court, and will be tried 
BOON.

It costs the city money to try 
cases, and when ae case is made 
only to be dismissed, the city loses so much. 
The captain investigated thoroughly, and he 
was obliged to conclude that there had been 
no gaming. Ife informed himself thoroughly 
and then used the discretion allowed not only 
to the officers but to every member of the 
force. 

On the face of it. it would seem that the 
taptain has been mistaken. Twoof those men 
went down to the city court and plead guilty. 
They claim, though, and did always, that they 
were not guilty. They paid the fines gladly 
rathér than have a trial. 

A gentleman, talking about the cases, said: 
“Jumbo Hunter is the only manon the force 
that uses no discretion, and the police depart- 
ment would be better off if he used some.’’

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THE DEATH OF SAM SHERWOOD. 


Dr. Van Goldtsnoven Tella His Side of the 


Story. 

Dr. Van Goidtsnoven, who attended Sam 
Sherwood in his last hours, says: 

When at the request of the police officers, I 
repaired to the station house to wait on the un- 
fortunate man, I found him in a dying con- 
dition and saw at once that no power on earth 
could save him. It was a case of apoplectic 
coma. {so pronounced it then, and do sostill. 
There presented nothing that indicated opium 
poisoning. All thesymptoms precluded that 
theory, but on the other hand strongly sug- 
gested apoplexy. I subsequently issued the 
death certificate, according to that judgment. 
Drs, K. C. Divine and T. Jeff Word, kindly 
assisted me in treating the case and we did all 
that we could to save the man’s life, 
basing our treatment upon the diag- 
nosis above cited. There was therefore 
no clashing of opinion or collision of feeling 
between the physicians. 

‘No other physigians were called in consul- 
tation or had anything to do with thecase. If 
the statement hinting at suicide came from a 
physician he should have had the manhood to 
give the benefit of his superior judgement he- 
fore giving publicity to an opinion calculated to 
affect the reputation of any of his colleagues. 

‘‘Mr. Sherwood did not die of opium poison- 
ing, notwithstanding the fact that. laudanum 
was found upon his person. Itis not an un- 
common thing for an old inebriate to have 
constantly within his reach some form of opi- 
ate to quiet his nerves, such as morphine 
and opium. It is fair to presume 
that Mr. Sherwood used Iaudanum with that 
intention, especially as he didnot drink the 
whole of the contents, which he would 
likely have done had he _ intended 
to commit suicide. His threat of destroying 
hisown life wasan every day expression of 
his, accorg@iag to the statement of his friends 
and intimate acquaintances, and no attention 
was ever paid toit until that day upon which 
he met his death, and laudanum was acci- 
dentally found -upon his person. His death 
was caused by apoplexy, superinduced by 
alcoholism and sun heat. 

‘‘Under the circumstances, I cannot admit 
that the so-cdlled friends of the deceased 
should find fault at my issuing the death cer- 
tificate, according to my diagnosis of the case, 
instead of weiting down opium poisoning. It 
is no act of friendship toa mar’s memory or 
tohis relatives tostamp him with suicide. 
Fidelity to my profession, and justice to the 
dead and to the living, prompted me other- 
wise.’

JUDGE STRONG’S FIRST RACE. 


An Old Politician’s Beginning as an Office- 
Holder. 


“Judge Strong’s first race for office was oc- 
casioned by the creation of Fulton county,” 
said an ancient citizen at the courthouse. yes- 
terday. 

‘‘A bout 1853,”’ said he, “Judge John Collier 
got a bill through the legislature creating the 
county of Fulton. Atlanta was growing fast, 
and the people complained of having to go to 
Decatur to attend court. Theincrease of busi- 
ness called for aMew county, but at the same 
time there was“an under-current of politics at 
work f @ establishment of a new coun- 
ty, the thought being that as De Kalb 
was a pronounced democratic county, the 
making of the new one would be to the advan- 
tage of that party, inasmuch as it was deemed 
certain that Fulton as well as DeKalb would 
vote democratic. A full ticket for county 
ottices was put in the field by both whigs and 
democrats, but the result proved that the dem- 
ocrats were overwhelmingly defeated. This 
was theadvent of Judge Strong into the poli- 
tics of Fulton county. In 1855 Judge Strong, 
then in the city council, began to advocate 
doing away with the lard oil lamps by which 
Atlanta was lighted, and the use instead of 
gas. There was much opposition to this de- 
parture, and there were many who thought 
the city should not aid the enterprise. The 
city took $20,000 stock in the gas company, 
and there has acerued tothe treasury enough 
money of the appreciation and profits of the 
investment to aid public schools, parks, ete.”’ 

Judge Strong, entering politics to lead a for- 
lorn hope, has remained in the front ever 
since, and is today one of the most popular 
men in the county.

THE GREAT INCREASE 


Of Internal Revenue Collections 
in Georgia. 


An Increase of £80,000 in Two _— and 
More Coming. 


There are a great many dry counties in 
Georgia. 

Nevertheless, the consumption of liquor is 
largely on the increase. 

This would appear. at least, from the figures 
in the office of Revenue Collector Crenshaw. 

In 1887 the internal revenue coMections were 
$336,705.86. For the year closing June 31, 
1888, the collections had increased to $380,- 
673.22. This shows an increase in one year of 


$43,967.36. 


Nor is this all. 

The collections for July just closed, the first 
month of the fiscal year of 1889, amount to 
$20,483.86. The collections for the same 
period last year were $15,158.68. 

“If the ratio of increase for July,’’ said Col- 
lector Crenshaw, “‘is kept up for the balance 
of the year, it will show an increase of $75,- 
000.” 

Since Collector Crenshaw took charge of 
the office, three years ago, the collections 
have steadily increased. “The cole 
lections,”’’ said the collector, ‘are prin- 
cipaliy from whisky, notwithstanding 
the fact that as collections increased, the state 
continued to grow dgier. Of the collections for 
July of 1888, $15,711.30 was raised from the tax 
of ninety cents a gallon on whisky against $12,- 
173.40 for the corresponding month of 1887, 
thus showing that while collections from all 
sources have increased, that on Whisky of itself 
went up $3,557.90.”’ 

“How do you explain this great increase?” 

“One way to explain it is to say that as local 
option extends it drives foreign whisky out of 
the market, and increases the demand on local 
distilleries. They pay up their internal rev- 
enue licenses, and being thus freed from the 
surveillance of the United States officials, the 
distillers are willing to assume the risk of de- 
tection by the state officers. When I went 
into office the collections were $301,384.29. The 
local distillers doubled in number the first year. 
There are more distilleries now in operation 
than ever before insummer time. Thereis al- 
ways a lull in distilleries in summer, because 
the water is too warm to make good whisky 
but brightens up in the winter.”’ :

The Question of Primary vs, Mass Meeting 
to be Definitely Passed 
| Upon. 


—— 


In obedience to the call of Chairman Hubert 
C. Culberson, the Fulton county democratic 
executive committee will meet today at 12 
o’clock in thé courthouse. 

The object of the meeting is to indicate the 
manner in which the candidates for the legis- 
jature shall be nominated, and to fix a date 
for the nomination. 

The best public impression is that a primary 
election will be ordered by the eommittee, 
though in certain ‘quarters a feeling prevails 
that a mass meeting should be called. 

It is barely possible that a fight will be made 
in committee against the holding of a primary, 
though of course nothing is definitely known 
in reference to this.matter. 

A close political observer remarked yester- 
day: “If the committee should order a mass 
meeting there will be two tickets in the field 
beyond a doubt and the ticket put out by the 
mass meeting will be badly beaten— that’s all.” 

Mr. I. S. Mitchell, vice-chairman of the 
committee, said yesterday : 

“Tam strongly in favor of calling a primary 
election, andI think that the 18th of this 
mouth will be a good time to hole it.” 

‘Mr. Mitchell is in favor of holding only one 
primary. 

Mr. Josiah Carter, another prominent mem- 
ber of the committee, is in favor of ordering a 
properly guarded primary election, and thinks 
that one primary will be sufficient to nominate 
the candidates for the house and the candidate 
for the senate. 

It is understood that Chairman Culberson 
favors the holding of two primaries—one for 
the house and one for the senate. 

Captain Brotherton stated yesterday that a 
primary will prebably be ealled for about the 
10th of this month. 

The committee is a large one, and every- 
thing points to a full attendance today. 


THE WEATHER MARKET. 


Points About Yesterday’s Fluctuations—The 
Probable Kesult. 

It is pleasant in these days of perspiration 
and palm leaf fans to contemplate the impossi- 
bility of cornering the weather. Every day 
brings information of the formation of some 
new trustor combine, the latest being that 
which has tied up the jute bagging crop and 
put cotton growers in the nme-hole, with an 
added cost already of nearly five cents per 
yard on this necessity, With prospects for a 
further rise first-class. 

But there is no danger of the organization of 
a weather trust. In fact, it won’t do to’trust. 

A review of the weatlfer market for the past 
few days shows a uniform tendency on the 
part ofthe bull manipulators to crowd it to 
the limit of the register, but the bears will 
have their turn in a day or two, if the signal 
service can be depended upon. The weather 
in the northwest, which can be depended upon 
for the worst variety the year round, is aid to 
be bearish, and fluctuations of several points 
are reported by telegraph. The ulster is not 
yet in demand, but there is no guarantee that 
it will not soon be needed. 

The market here in Atlanta has suffered but 
littie from these reports from the northwest, 
and fluctuations have all been within a narrow 
limit, with the record ranging from ninety to 
ninety-four for first class lot, and middling is 
quoted at from 60 to 75. <A slight bear move- 
ment was noticeable last night just before the 
sun went down, the rumor of a cold wave har- 
ing been started by the bureau of thermometer 
statistics and this caused a decline of several 
points, a faint breeze also assisting in the reac- 
tion. 

It did not last long, however, for the bulls 
were determined to hold their own, and at the 
early evening session, on the first call, they 
had their coats off and were perspiring as 
freely as ever. 

Yesterday’s. changes were for fractional 
amounis, but today’s market will probably de- 
velop some startling changes from the close 
last evening. There are indications that it 
will storm, and atmospheric disturbances of an 
electric nature usually depress the market. 

There are several job lotsof prime north 
west cool waves due here, and as they have all 
been sold it is probable that the market will 
sufier, and the thermometer registers a decline 
of several points. 

Ashas been previously remarked, do not 
put too much trust in these rumors., but Keep 
your furs in readiness, and your credit at the 
ice factory free from doubt.
